Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 57-72 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
combination of element recited in the claims including a stapling unit having a tubular 
housing with a distal end cap, driving a staple, and a tissue grasping mechanism 
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wherein the housing has a window that the tissue grasping mechanism extends 
through, the housing being slidably coupled to an endoscope, and the window is closed 
to staple a piece of tissue is neither found nor fairly taught in the prior art of record. 
Also, the method recited in the claims including endoscopically locating a portion of 
tissue, sliding a housing to the portion of tissue, moving the stapling apparatus to a 
tissue receiving portion, drawing tissue, moving the stapling apparatus to the stapling 
position, stapling the tissue, and cutting the |ssue wherein the housing is slid to the 
portion of tissue on an endoscope, the |ousing^ having a window that the tissue grasper 
extends through, and driving staples across a staple firing surface is neither found nor 
fairly taught in the prior art of record.
